The Boyne City-Charlevoix Road 


has the dubious distinction as the 


county road that has, by far, the 
most traffic crashes and injuries 
resulting from crashes. 


Records from the Michigan State 
Police show that for the years 2004 


through June of 2009, the Boyne - 


City-Charlevoix Road (or C56) was 
the location of 346 motor: vehicle 
crashes, most of them single car 
accidents. The number does not 
include vehicle versus deer. The 
numbers reflect vehicles crashing 
into each other or vehicles crashing 
into a tree or other fixed object. 


The traffic crashes for the same time 


period for some of the other county 
primary roads are: the Boyne City- 
East Jordan Road with 150 crashes, 
Ellsworth Road at 83 crashes, 
Thumb Lake Road at 153 crashes, 
Springvale Road at 47 traffic crash- 
es and Marion Center Road with 
three crashes. —

City-Charlevoix Road, 48 people 
sustained injuries. The Boyne City-

Natural. Resources today announced 
that it will operate far fewer check 


stations for deer this fall and they will. 


be open significantly fewer hours. 
The DNR's plans are to close 
more than half of its 125 check stations 
-and operate the remaining stations 
only during the Nov. 15-30 firearms 
‘season. During other hunting seasons 
-- archery, youth and muzzleloader -- 


hunters will have to take their deer to — 
DNR operation service centers. oe 


select hours. 

"We just don't have the ends to 
staff check stations at our past levels," 
said DNR Wildlife Division Chief 


Russ Mason, who estimated the 


changes will save the division more 


than a half million dollars. "We can't 


afford to keep doing business the wey 


we have in the past." 

The decision to. reduce check 
stations was necessary in the wake of 
increasing budget cuts in both General 
Fund and Game and Fish Protection 
Fund dollars. DNR Wildlife Division 
officials say, that reducing check 


stations will not impact the quality of 


biological information collected and 
the mail survey will continue to. 
provide the harvest data necessary to 


‘make management decisions. 


The final list of check stations for 
the upcoming firearm deer season and 
their hours of operation will be 
announced as fall approaches.

the bottom 
line

A lot of people are keeping a weather eye 
on the real estate forecast, hoping to recog- 
. nize the fabled market “bottom.” It’s a. great 


idea, of course, except conventional wisdom. . 


tells us this: We'll know we hit the bottom 
when the prices start to go back up. 
The bottom, as they say in real estate, 


lasts approximately 3 seconds. But that’s not. 


wholly true. 
Here’s another perspective: In the last 
few months, prices have been holding pretty 


steady. Of course there’s no guarantee they _ 


won’t drop farther, but the plateau is a market 
indicator. i 
So where does that leave you, the ulti- 
mate bargain hunter? | 
~ Don’t be afraid to sign on the dotted line. 


If you are serious about investing in real’ 


estate, this is a good time to do it. I‘have two 
suggestions: Determine your own personal 
“bottom” — the maximum you would be will- 
ing to pay for a given property. And two, once 
you’ve decided, make the offer. 


That’s it. Signing on the bottom line. 


doesn’t obligate you to accept a counter-offer, 
it merely obligates you to your own “highest 
and best” should it be accepted. 

"Here’s how I see the real estate market. 
While I am not predicting a further reduction 


in values, I recognize that it is possible. But if 


you make an offer you are comfortable with, 
it’s accepted, and the transaction takes place, 
EVEN IF the market reduces more, there 
simply isn’t a lot more room to drop. I am 
convinced a buyer will not lose money as 
long as he or she is not looking to flip the 
home at a profit in a big hurry. 

It is true that in most cases, properties, are 


taking * longer to sell. It’s not a great buy-to-.. 


flip market, and it never will be as long as 
sellers outnumber buyers. But it is a great 


investment market, as long as you’re not 


planning to re-sell immediately. 
While I stand behind those suggestions, I 
would add a caveat. We have potential buyers 


making one low-ball offer after another and_ 


coming up empty-handed. And this is also an 
‘indicator that we. may be at the bottom. 
‘Sellers — including bank-owned properties — 
will. negotiate, but they are not necessarily 
desperate. : 

So as you contemplate an offer, make it 


as attractive as you are reasonably able. If a 


home started out at $140,000 and is now 
listed at $90,000 (and that’s happening), it is 


probably unreasonable to offer $50,000. If. 


$50,000 is what you can reasonably afford, 
look at other properties — again, there are 
definitely deals in your price range. 

But finally, make the offer. Not every 
offer will be accepted, some will be coun- 
tered, you may offend a seller or two before 
you complete a transaction. Keep looking, 
and keep signing that bottom line until you 
find the magic triangle: property, seller, and 


price all in alignment of selling your home in - 


any environment.
